There is no question 
at any level of NSW 
soccerdom that use. of 
the Conference system 
in its 1990 format and 
admission of under 20/ 
23 teams from Natio- 
nal League clubs 
proved a disaster in the 
season just ended, 

As was foreseen in 
so many places — and 
particularly amongst 
the NSW clubs them- 
selves — playing com- 
petitive and uncom- 
petitive teams in the 
NSW State League 
was a failure. 

In addition the clubs 
were bundled into one 
composite competition 
table. 


Some NSL clubs 
tried. Others treated 
the competition as a 
training run, even 
playing matches on 
outside paddocks. 

An ambitious club, 
keen to reach the NSL, 
could play a strong 
opposing NSL-based 
unit. 

Or maybe the NSL 
club fielded a weak 
team or had players 
touring overseas, leav- 
ing the gaining of com- 
petition points as a lot- 
tery rather than some- 
thing to be achieved on 
menit.

All lovers of the

Clubs worthy of 
First and Second Divi- 
sion status once again 
will be able to plan 
ahead, in a manner 
that was negated 
during the past season. 

It is a pity that the 
‘once successful provi- 
sion that leading State 
clubs meet NSL clubs 
in a midweek Cup 
competition seems to 
have gone out the 
window. 

This year the NSW 
clubs will not partici- 
pate in the NSL Youth 
League North. 

The NSW Federa- 
tion viewpoint is that 
State League clubs 
have the ability to put 
their maximum efforts 
into the winter com- 
petitions. 

It contends that 
trying to operate 52 
weeks a year under ex- 
isting circumstances 
leads to dilution of use 
of scarce resources, 
and hence to a failure 
to promote the game 
to the best possible 
level. 

It is to be hoped that 
NSW will carry out the 
necessary groundwork 
as quickly as humanly 
possible, so that clubs 
will be able to respond 
and put the game ona 
much higher level in 
1991 than was the case 
this year.

Gaping hole flaws { 
Melbourne Olympic 
Games application 


BY LOU GAUTIER 


THE selection of Atlanta as the host city 
for the 1996 Olympics makes the United 
States the latest country to join the 
select band of countries which have 
staged the World Cup and Olympic 
Games within two years of one another. 
Mexico hosted the Olympics in 1968 and the 
World Cup in 1970, and Munich, West Germany, 
the 1972 Olympics and 1974 World Cup final. 
Atlanta, whose Olympic Stadium will be ready 1 
early in 1994, will now be one of the sites for the 
1994 World Cup finals in the US. 
Atlanta officials went out of their way to stress 
that if they won the right to stage the Olympics, 
their new stadium would officially be opened dur- 
ing the 1994 World Cup finals. 
‘Although Melbourne was never realistically a 
chance to win the nod for 1996, they could have 
done worse than to court the soccer vote more 
assiduously. 
Several members of the International Olympic 
Committee — that august body of some 85 offi- 
cials — are also leading soccer officials in their 
respective countries. 
Melbourne’s bid glaringly omitted soccer 
altogether. 
Never once was soccer mentioned in its pre- 
sentation to the LOC — unlike the other five § 
contending cities, all of which went to great length 
to stress their football facilities. 
Melbourne ignored soccer — the biggest crowd- 
puller at all Olympics — at its own risk and peril. 
Of course. it’s not the reason why Atlanta 
was successful and Melbourne only came fourth, 
but I am sure it did not help Melbourne's already 
forlorn cause.

Sas 
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Green light for VS 


BY GREG BLAKE 


IT was clear from the opening moments of 
last Monday night's Victorian Soccer Federa- 
tion special general meeting, that the state's 
new 14-team Premier League would finally 
get the go ahead for next season. 


‘The third such meet- 
ing (this year) had drawn 
the best turnout of 
clubs, and when VSF 
executive director 
George Wallace’s open- 
ing speech actually re- 
ceived rousing applause 
it was apparent that the 
mood of the evening dif- 
fered from those at the 
previous affairs. 


Wallace spoke at 
length about what John 
Dimtsis had termed “a 
crucial vote for the 
future of the game” to 
commence the evening. 

“For the sake of the 
credibility of the game 
in Victoria I ask that 
you accept the pro- 
posals,”’ ended Wal- 
lace’s impassioned 
speech. 

To which the gallery 
responded with keen 
applause. 


‘The only slight hiccup 
— which at one stage 
threatened to throw the 
meeting into disarray as 
had happened on pre- 
vious occasions — was 
when a Victorian 
League management 
committee recom- 
mendation for an 
amendement was put 
forward. 

Ted Seward, on be- 
half of the VLMC, put 
forward the suggestion 
that an amendement to 
the rule governing 
promotion be adopted. 

The change was to the 
effect that automatic 
promotion by the clubs 
finishing first and 
second in any division of 
the new State League 
competition would only 
be granted “provided 
that the clubs meet the 
ground and facilities 
criteria for the higher 
division.” 


“Clubs without the 
facilities cannot be 
promoted,” Seward ex- 
plained. 

A representative of 
Brighton Soccer Club, 
who was almost howled 
down when he took the 
floor on the third of 
three occasions, sug- 
gested an amendement 
to the amendement to 
allow 12 months grace 
in providing such facili- 
ties. 

His suggestion re- 
ceived little support 
from an increasingly im- 
patient gathering 
although a handful of 
clubs, all in a similarly 
disadvantaged position 
in terms of facilities, in- 
itially appeared to nod 
their support. 


The Brighton pro- 
posal was rejected. 

In a show of hands 
the clubs did, however, 
support the VLMC’s 
apparently hard-line 
stand on clubs not pre- 
pared to shape up in 
terms of facilities. 

Only one club voted 
against the change. 

As Seward told ASW 
later: “Clubs have been 
promising facilities for 
years.” 

“Tt was the opinion of 
the VLMC_ that 
although the rules gov-

erning grounds criteria 
had been in place for 
many years they had 
never been adhered to.

Korea brought back memories 


IT was a trip down 
memory lane to re- 


turn to South 
Korea for the re- 
cent Socceroo 


Apart from playing 
the Koreans in the 
final of the Friendship 
Cup in Vietnam in 
1967, we visited South 
Korea on three occa- 
sions during my Soc- 
ceroo days — 1969 for 
the World Cup 
elimination series 
against Korea, bronze 
medallists Japan; 1972 
for a two-match series 
and in 1973 for the 
World Cup qualifiers 
against South Korea. 

Like all trips down 
memory lane there 
were some disappoint- 
ments. 

Life in Seoul for 
visiting Soccer teams 
was more exciting in 
the old days. 

Today, as South 
Korea emerges as one 
of the most affluent 
nations in Asia, the 
crowds are almost 
sporting. 

Gone is the fanatac- 
ism, and atmosphere 
and excitement of an 
international contest. 

On the field the Ko- 
reans haven't changed 
much either — fiercely 
competitive, highly 
skilled, disciplined but 
still terribly weak in 
front of goal, the 


traditional Asian 
weakness in world 
football. 


Seoul itself, face- 


lifted for the Olympi 
is alrfost unrecognis- 
able from our days of 
the late sixties and 
early seventies. 


Plush freeways re- 
place the chaotic 
Streets, the affluence 
of the country is re- 
flected in first-class 
cars which is yet 
another change from 
the past when local 
cars — were all ready 
for the scrap heap. 

One thing that has 
not changed one bit is 
the Dongdaemun 
Stadium. 

Like many of our 
stadia, I doubt 
whether one thing has 
been done to it since 
our days. 

The most startling 
change in the 1990s, 
however, is the well- 
being of the people. 

Korea has emerged 
as one of the economic 
powers of the region. 

From 1990 till 1995, 
the Korean economy 
will quadruple. 

It will become a net 
creditor nation with a 
surplus of $10 billion 
dollars and locals can 
expect their standard 
of living to double in 
the next four years. 

As a measure of 
where Korea is going 
and where we are not, 
is that we were unable 
to change Australian 
travellers cheques or 
cash anywhere but the 
main banks.

Bordeaux's French international midfielder

A violent power 
struggle has erupted 
at former French 
champions Bor- 
deaux, whose finan- 
cial problems could 
force it out of exist- 
ence. 

Outspoken club presi- 
dent Claude Bez tussled 
with camera crews and 
general manager Didier 
Couecou has been ac- 
cused of attacking a 
journalist after a crisis 
board meeting last 
week. 

The club’s losses are 
mounting because of 
poor performances in 
recent seasons. 

The club has slumped 
dramatically since win- 
ning three champion- 
ships in four seasons up 
to 1987. 

They finished 13th 
last year and are 14th 
this term. 

The future of Bor- 
deaux has turned into a 
political battle between 
the conservative RPR 
party who control the 
city and the opposition 


socialists. 

The local authority is 
the club's main financial 
backers. 


Bez is supported by 
mayor Jacques Chaban 
Delmas, but has agreed 
to quit if the city social- 
ist leader Francois- 
Xavier Bordeaux can 
produce a promised $40 
million to save the club. 

The socialist leader, 
who claims the club can- 
not account for at least 
20 million francs, has 
said that Bez must leave 
first. 

Chaban-Delmas, for- 
mer Prime Minister, 
admits the club is $50 
million in the red but 
claims all the money can 
be accounted for. 

“The club is in a finan- 
cial hole and the bottom 
$ getting close. The im- 
portant thing now is to 
organise its survival,” 
Chaban-Delmas said. 

An earlier salvage 
plan involved the city 
council guaranteeing a 
$45 million loan with a 
‘Swiss bank.

Craig Johnston's vital 
dream for young Aussies 


BY WALTER PLESS 


WHEN Craig John- 
ston first visited 
Tasmania in 1974 
as a 14-year-old to 
take part in the 
national under-14 
championships in 
Hobart, he had a 
dream. 

Johnston dreamed 
of becoming a player 
in the English First 
Division. 

It was Johnston's 
courage, determina- 
tion and willingness to 
work harder than any- 
one else which saw him 
ultimately achieve that 
dream. 

When Johnston ar- 
rived in Tasmania last 
week for his second 
visit to the State, this 
time to kick-off the 
national under-14 titles 
in Launceston, he had 
another dream, 

Johnston's track re- 
cord indicates this 
dream may also be ful- 
filled. 

The former Liver- 
pool star would like, at 
some stage in the 
future, to select the 
cream of Australian 
talent at under-16 or 
under-15 level and 
take the youngsters on 
a European tour. 

“That's the dream,” 
Johnston said. ‘‘IT 
know, as a kid at heart 
myself, you’ve got to 
give kids something to 
aim for and, at the 
moment, Aussie kids 
have got very little to 
aim for. 

“What I'd like to do 
is to take a team every 
year to Europe to play 
Liverpool, Manchester 
United, and Arsenal, 
Spurs and some Italian 
and Greek clubs, and 
to let them play against 
the best players in the 
world of 15 years of 
age. 

“They'd play on the 
best grounds and in 
front of the best 
coaches and would, 
therefore, be exposed 
at an early age to the 
rewards that can be 
had from soccer. 

“It’s by no means 
actually happening 
yet. I've got to do the 
mechanics, but thanks 
to AMP, who have 
taken me around the 
country, I can at least 
identify if the talent is 
there at 14 or 15 years 
of age. 

“T can now very con- 
fidently say the talent 
is there, and hopefully, 
Ican take it to the next 
stage.” 

Johnston believes 
that Australia can be- 
come more than just a 
producer of good play- 
ers for the world mar- 
ket, something which 
we are already doing. 

“I think what we've 
got to do is to produce 
more players that can 
play overseas, some- 
thing like a hundred of 
them, and then they'll 
all come back home,”

Johnston said. 

“If you analyse the 
heart and soul of a 
good young player in 
this country, if he is 
really true to himself, 
he'll go overseas. 


“It's not until there 
are one hundred or so 
of these blokes over- 
seas that they'll all 
come back home and 
therefore attract First 
Division players from 
other countries to 
come to our country so 
that we can entertain 
the crowds, so that we 
can be professionals 
and train four or five 
hours a day like the 
Europeans do. 

“I'm talking 10 to 15 
years and not tomor- 
row, like a lot of 
people. 

“They say Austra- 
lian soccer is healthy 
and this and that, but 
there are so many 
other countries doing 
so much more in their 
soccer than what Aus- 
tralian does, so how 
can we expect to com- 
pete on the world 
level? 

“The results in In- 
donesia were en- 
couraging although 
South Korea brought 
two losses. Eddie 
Thomson’s doing the 
best with what’s avail- 
able. 

“T'd like to think we 
can breed kids as good 
as kids anywhere in the 
world, but we've got to 
sort the whole system 
out, which is a long- 
term plan. It’s nothing 
short-term. 

“T think John Con- 
stantine was a very 
good appointment as 
Australian Soccer 
Federation chairman, 
and I think that he 


really wants to do 
something about it at 
long last.” 


Fright 

Johnston was very 
disappointed with the 
recent World Cup 
tournament in Italy 
and he said that even 
kids had noticed the 

standards. 

“T think all the 
criticism is justified. 
The backdrop was ex- 
traordinary. It was 
fantastic and that’s 
why I went, but the 
football was di 
appointing in compari- 
son, ” he said. 

“I think the main 
reason was that people 
were frightened to 
lose. 

“There was too 
much resting on it and 
there were no adven- 
turous tactics. 

“One of the only 
good points to come 
out of it was Came- 
roun’s success, and 
they did it for the right 
reasons. They were 
like the Brazilians 
used to be. 

“T mean, even the 
Brazilians were cynical 
in their approach and 
this team that we’ve 
come to love and re- 
spect over the years 
and years and years, 
even their coach said, 
‘What's the use of 
entertaining the world 
if you go home 
beaten?” 

“And, as a result, 
they didn’t entertain 
the world and they still 
went home beaten. 

‘*Maybe there's 
some justice in that, 
but, it was disappoint- 
ing. 

“I speak to kids, and 
kids aren't stupid. We, 
as adults, make the 
mistake of thinking 
that kids are stupid 
when they're not. 

“Kids put their fin- 
gers on it all the time, 
that the referees were

Johnston firmly be- 
lieves that Diego 
Maradona is still the 
best player in the 
world at this moment. 

“I know he took a 
lot of flak from the 
world, but I was in Ita- 
ly for two months and I 
saw him train and I 
saw him play and he’s 
still by far the best 
player in the world,” 
Johnston said. 

“He doesn’t get any 
support and he gets 
kicked to death and he 
dives an awful lot, but 
Maradona is the best 
player in the world.”

at Wembley in 1953, 
its first ever defeat on 
home soil. 

He, along with 
another world star, 
Argentinian Alfredo 
Di Stefano, shared 
equal top billing in the 
best club side of all 
time — the Real Mad- 
tid that won the Euro- 
pean Cup five years in 
succession. 


toric Hungarian defeat 
of England recorded 
Puskas making some 
200 fast runs in the 
game, each averaging 
about 20 metres. 

That is about 4000 
metres of speed run- 
ning, something few 
strikers match even 
today. 


One happens to 
know those statistics 
very well because they 
were in the book ‘Soc- 
cer for Thinkers’ writ- 
ten by the excellent 
England coach and 
average manager, Mal- 
colm Allison of Man- 
chester City fame. 

T have used the Pus- 
kas statistics often in 
my years as a coach 
here in Australia as a 
guide to modern soc- 
cer teams’ speed work. 


If anything is likely 
to diminish a great 
player's status in the 
eyes of the public 
if he turns to coaching. 

As a player Puskas 
was always a King. 

As a coach like all of 
us he can be a king one 
week and a dumbo the 
next, depending on the 
result, 

Puskas mainly plied 
his coaching skills in 
Greece where he took 


Panathinaikos to the 
European Cup Cham- 
pions final. 

Now in Australia he 
pilots the fortunes of 
the formerly high 
flying South Mel- 
bourne Hellas which 
has floundered and 
wobbled about 
seemingly on one en- 
gine in recent years. 


Coolness 


Puskas’ style as a 
coach seems similar to 
his style as a player — 
cool and collected. 

One assumes he may 
also be that way as a 


person. 

Hi laid back 
coaching style did not 
always seem to please 
the Melbourne Hellas’ 
Greek supporters last 
season. 

On the other hand 
the fluid, attacking 
style did. 

Greeks seem to 
want results more 
badly than most. 

They prefer to get re- 
sults with flair and 
swash-buckling attack- 
ing play, 

This is the Tommy 
Docherty style, which 
went down well in 
England with Man- 
chester United fans 
several years ago. 

It did again when he 
came out to Australia 
to join Sydney 
Olympic. 

However, when the 
panache and flam- 
boyance failed to pro- 
duce results at Olym- 
pic Tom eventually 
was on his way. 

So how will it be for 
Ferenc Puskas at the 
start of one more sea- 
son of National 
League soccer in Aus- 
tralia? 

Puskas, to a large 
degree as a coach. is 
very dependent on his 


players. 

As a player it was 
not so. 

T do not know him, 
never met him. 

However, when I 
see his portly frame on 
ABC or SBS televi- 
sion, still with hair, the 
neat part just off cen- 
tre going straight back, 
T am aware we have a 
great soccer man in 
our, midst. 

He conducts himself 
with dignity, which 
befits his magnificent 
Status in soccer. 

I sure would love to 
see him win some- 
thing, but no matter, 
his presence here in 
Australia is a gift, a 
jewel whose lustre 
brings an added shine 
to our game. 


Awaritefe 
a Socceroo? 


FRANCIS Awaritefe 
wants to play for 
Australia. 

But before he can 
represent his adopted 
country, the Melbourne 
Croatia striker must 
overcome some 
hurdles. 

The first is that 
Awaritefe, 26, must be- 
come an Australian 
citizen to be eligible to 
play in the World Cup 
qualifiers. 

AS a permanent resi- 
dent he can participate 
in “friendly” inter- 
national matches only. 

Second, and more 
importantly, he must 
earn his selection by 
being more consistent 
in the National Soccer 
League. 

In his first NSL sea- 
son, Awaritefe scored 
10 goals but last sea- 
son's first summer of 
soccer was a huge dis- 
appointment.

ind-boggling format 
in Brazilian League 


BRAZILIAN football officials have again been busy with their calculators and slide rules and 
have come up with yet another mind-boggling format for the Brazilian championship, 


which kicked off earlier this month and which is due to finish in December. 


This year 20 teams 
will take part (com- 
pared with 16 in 1987, 
24 in 1988 and 22 last 
year) and as usual they 
have been split into two 


roups. 

In the first phase, the 
teams play once against 
every team in the other 
group and the top team 
in each group go into 
the quarter-finals. 

In the second phase, 
the teams play once 
against every team in 
their own section, and 
again the top team in 
each group go on. 

They are then joined 


phases. 

Then the tournament 
turns into a knockout, 
with each round being 
played on a home and 
away basis and aggre- 
gate score, a surprising- 
ly logical system, being 
used to decide the 
winners. 

In the case of equal 
aggregates, the team 
with the best record in 
phases one and two goes 
through. 

If you find these rules 
rather strange, don’t 
worry — 140 million 
Brazilians feel the same 
way. 


+ Apart from its com- 
plexity, the format has 
two other obvious de- 
fects: the knockout sys- 
tem means that the best 
team will not necessarily 
win the championship, 
and the teams who en- 
sure their qualification 
in the first phase will be 
playing meaningless 
matches in the second. 
One of Ricardo Teix- 
eira’s first promises 
when-he took over as 
CBF president early last 
year was that the Brazi- 
lian championship 
would be played along 
the same lines as the 


Brazilian championship 
under his presidency, 
and there is still no sign 
of this promise coming 
true. 

It was a silly thing to 
say in the first place, be- 
cause Teixeira does not 
decide the format.

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SOCCER’S ultimate 
triumph came late in 


footballing career. 

‘At 33 Bayern Munich 
sweeper and skipper 
Augenthaler became a 
world champion: 

His success with West 
Germany in the World 
Cup brought him a total 
bonus of $200,000, half 
from the German FA 
and the rest from spon- 
sors. 

‘Yet Augenthaler had 
been something of a sur- 
prise selection for the 
squad. 

He had been dis- 
carded after the 1986 
tournament in Mexico, 
and was not recalled 
until three years had 
passed. 

Team chief Franz 
Beckenbauer tried 
other liberos but even- 
tually, on account of 
Bayern Munich’s in- 
ternational experience, 
he settled for Augenth- 


aler. 

In the first World Cup 
preparatory matches 
this year, he was either 
not fit (1-2 v France), 
or absent through injury 
(3-3 v Uruguay). 

But he recovered suf- 
ficiently to star in the 
last two build-up. games, 
against Czechoslovakia 
and Denmark (both 
won 1-0) and convinced 
Beckenbauer that he 
was the man for the key 
position. 

Augenthaler’s 
strengths are enormous 
experience, tackling, 
command in the air, 
sound technique, a 
cracking shot and excel 
lent vision. 

How apt therefore 
that his nickname is 
“Auge” — it means 
“eye” in German. 

Perhaps he now lacks 
pace, but that is not 
surprising in view of his 
advancing years. 

He compensates for 
that with admirable 


KLAUS AUGENTHALER 


positional play. 

Klaus Josef Augenth- 
aler was born on 
September 26, 1957, in 
Furstenzell, Bavaria. 

He grew up in the 
small town of Vilshofen 
on the River Vils. 

In that area of Lower 
Bavaria, ice hockey is 
the most popular sport 
and National League 
club EV Landshut the 
biggest attraction. 

The Vils flows past 
the Augenthaler fami- 
ly’s house, and usually 
freezes in the winter so 
every day after school, 
Klaus and his brother 
Manfred, five years 
younger, would put 
their skates on and 
chase the puck. 

‘The physically tough 
game seemed to suit 
young Klaus and his 
career might have been 
in ice hockey. 

But football soon’ be- 
came his first love and 
he joined FC Vilshofen 
as centre-forward in the 
youth team. 

In 1975 he was spot- 
ted and engaged by 
Bayern Munich, and 
never looked back. 

He was converted 
into a defender and 
eventually became an 
attacking sweeper. 

Like his idol Becken- 
bauer used to be, with 
the same club. 

Augenthaler says: 
was certainly not an out- 
standing footballer. I 
was always surrounded 
by others who appeared 
to have more talent.” 

But the basic ice 
hockey training served 
him well. 

His coach, Udo Lat- 
tek, used to say: 
“Athletically, Klaus is 
one of our best 
players.” 

In 1977 Augenthaler 
helped the Bavarian 
representative side to 
win the Amateur Inter- 
State Cup. 

He played his first 
Bundesliga match on 


October 8, 1977, and 
has now appeared in 377 
(50 goals), plus 82 in 
Europe (11 goals). 

And he has a remark- 
able honours collection 
— seven league titles, 
three Cup victories, 27 
full internationals, eight 
“B” matches, and 11 
games for the national 
youth team. 

His worst experience 
occurred on November 
23, 1985, when he 
fouled international 
striker Rudi Voller off 
Werder Bremen. 

Voller was carried off| 
and the headlines even 
provoked death threats 
to Augenthaler and his 
family. 

Eventually he needed 
police protection 
around his home in 
Vaterstetten 

He now admits: “I 
have since become more 
careful. Rather than 
cause an opponent an 
injury, I pull out of the 
tackle.” 

Now he has retired 
from the national squad 
— the World Cup final 


was his last big show in 
the black-red-and-gold 
colours. 

But he will continue 
to lead Germany's most 
successful club in 
another attempt at the 
Champions’ Cup, 
Bayern's No. 1 target 
this season. 

His contract runs un- 
til 1991, and then he 
probably will hang up 
his boots. 

Then he will have 
more time to watch 
Landshut's ice hockey 
games, visit fis parents 
in Volshoben more fre- 
quently, go to the cine- 
ma and take care of his 
family — wife Monika 
and daughters Tina (8) 
and Lisa (5 months). 

His main hobby is 
fishing, but he also likes 
to eat well, play cards 
with good friends, ski 
and play tennis. 

He also enjoys read- 
ing, rather than watch- 
ing television — except 
when he is shown in a 
winning game! His 
favourite holiday de- 
stinations are Austria 
and Italy. 

Auge does not think 
he would make a good 
coach, but wants to re- 
tain his links with 
Bayern, “where I spent 
a big part of my life.” 

He claims that his 
strength lies in knowing 
his weaknesses. 

His worst habit is 
smoking.

Austrian coach quits 


after Faroes’ upset 


JOSEF HICKERSBERGER 


AS expected, Josef 
Hickersberger has 
been sacked as Au- 
strian coach after 
Austria’s Euro-92 de- 
feat by the Faroe 
Islands. 

A subdued Hick- 
ersberger said the de- 
feat had shattered pub- 
lic confidence in his 
work and made it 99 per 
cent certain that Au- 
stria, World cup finalists 
only three months ago, 
would fail to qualify for 
the 1992 European 
finals. 


“Under those 
circumstances I could 
only resign,” he told a 
news conference in 
Vienna. 


Austrian media de- 
clared the defeat to the 
unknown Faroe part- 
timers the most embar- 
rassing in their country’s 
history. 


The mass-circulation 
newspaper “Kurier™ 
branded the result a de- 
claration of bankruptcy 
while “Kronen 
Zeitung” said Austria 
had become the 
laughing stock of world 


soccer. 

“Kronen Zeitung” 
sports commentator 
Michael Kuhn said not 
only ersberger but 
also millionaire super- 
stars — an apparent re- 
ference to players like 
Toni Polster and 
Gerhard Rodax — 
should have had the de- 
cency to quit. 

“Their negligence 
has done inestimable 
damage to our soccer 
for years to come,” 
Kuhn wrote. 

Hickersberger said 
his warnings to the team 
to put their hearts into 
the match had “fallen 
on deaf ears”. 

Team members had 
been afraid of getting 
injured, were complete- 
ly overwhelmed in man- 
to-man contact and 
technically incapable of 
playing opponents who 
combined defensive tac- 
tics with aggression, 
Hickersberger said. 

But he added: “I 
don’t want to look for 
excuses. We heard 
enough excuses after 
the World Cup and that 
doesn’t solve any- 
thing.” 


Bob Johnson said 
the 70,000-seat sta- 
dium in New Orleans, 
host to four Super 
Bowls (the US pro gri- 
diron championship) 
and US college basket- 
ball championships, 
probably would bid for 
either the final, the 
opening game or a 
semi-final in addition 
to first-round matches. 


The tournament, the 
first to be played in the

New Orleans

THE Louisiana Superdome’s general 
manager has announced the stadium 
would bid to become the first indoor site 
ever for the 1994 World Cup. 


Ross Berlin, vice- 
president of venues for 
the World Cup ’94 
Organising Commit- 
tee, said the Astro- 
dome in Houston also 
is considering a bid. 

But that stadium is 
home to Major League 
Baseball's Houston 
Astros and it is consi- 
dered unlikely the 
team would vacate the 
building long enoug 
to allow World Cup 
games.

Twenty-seven cities 
have indicated they 
will bid for games by 
the December 14 
deadline and Berlin 
said Denver's Mile 
High Stadium prob- 
ably would join the 
list.
